Art find in Rustaveli’s cellar 


An exciting art find has been 
made In tho underground cloak- 
rooms at Hie Rustaveli Theatre 
In Tbilisi. 

At Ihe boginning of the twen- 
ties on artists' cafe, "Hline- 
riom", used lo bo in this collar. 
It became the favourite haunt 
of a group ol young poets and 
artists. Including Titian Tabidze 
and Paolo Yaahvill, Lado Gu- 
dlashviH and David Kaknbadze. 
Daring innovators in tho arts, 
they decided to Illustrate their 
searchings and artistic credo by 
painting on the walls of the 
cafe. Soon they were joined by 
the well-known Russian arlisi 
Serge] Sudelkln. 

The paintings came to light 
during recent restoration work 
at the theatre. The common sty- 


listic solution and most of the 
paint tugs — nearly fifty — be- 
long to SucMkln. in them he re- 
corded his I rlcuds — artists and 
poets. Tho "Hlmorlont" works 
by Sinloikln touch on a little- 
known period In tbs artist’s 
creative career.
